1. Who they were (vv. 16, 10). 
Simon and Andrew, John and James, 
two pairs of brothers.

This is not only 
necessary for effective testimony , but 
for needed fellowship on the part of 
work ers and protection of the wit­ 
nesses. 
2. From what they were called (vv. 
16, 20). 
They were called from positions of 
definite service. 
God alway s chooses 
His servants from the rank s of the 
employ ed. 
3. To what they were called (v. 17). 
“To become fishers of men.” 
These 
men no doubt had been successful as 
fishers. 
The 
qualities 
which 
made 
them 
good 
fishermen, 
namely , 
pa­ 
tience, bravery to face the storm at 
night 
and 
perseverance 
which 
led 
them to toil all night, though no fish 
were caught, would mak e them good 
fishers of men. 
Winning souls for 
Christ requires great patience, brav­ 
ery 
and 
perseverance. 
Becoming 
fishers of men is the most important 
business in the world. 
It Is the hard­ 
est work in the world to do. 
4. The cost of obedience to Christ’s 
call (vv. 18, 20). 
Obedience to Christ’s call meant 
sacrifice, painful separation, to give 
up all business interests and leave 
their father behind. 
Regardless of 
the cost they y ielded prompt obedi­ 
ence. 
They put their trust in Him 
who called them, believing that He 
was able to supply 
all their needs. 
5. Their reward (v. 17). 
These four men have wielded won­ 
drous influence in the world. 
Their 
names 
have 
become 
immortalized. 
Had they remained at their business 
they would only have been humble 
fishermen. 
II. Matthew Becomes a Follower of 
Jesus (Mk . 2 :13-17). 
Matthew was a despised tax gath­ 
erer under the Roman government. 
For a Jew to fill such a position was 
to become unpopular. 
Since they re- 
garded tax es paid to the Roman gov­ 
ernment as unlawful ex tortion, a mem­ 
ber of their race engaging in the busi­ 
ness of tax collection was to be ex ­ 
posed to shame and contempt. 
1. Observe the abruptness of this 
call (v. 14). 
While sitting at his place of busi­ 
ness he heard the call of Jesus. 
2. The 
definiteness 
of 
the 
call 
(v. 14). 
It was to foil ow Jesus. 
To follow 
Jesus means to learn of Him and to 
engage in service for Him. 
3. His instant decision (v. 14). 
Matthew did not stop to reason on 
the question, 
but rendered definite 
and 
instant 
obedience. 
He 
openly 
gave up his business and identified 
himself with the Lord. 
Happy Is the 
man who has the good judgment to in­ 
stantly respond to the cull of the Lord 
even though it may be costly . 
Mat­ 
thew made a feast and invited many 
of his publican friends to meet his 
newly found Saviour. This had a tw o 
fold objective: 
(1) An ex pression of grateful appre­ 
ciation to the Lord for His saving 
grace. 
(2) To bring his former friends and 
associates into touch with his newly 
found Saviour. 
It Is natural for those 
who have found the Lord to desire to 
bring their friends into touch with 
Him. 
HI. W alkin g as Jesus Walked. 
The 
Supreme 
Teet 
of 
Abiding 
In 
Him. 
(I John 2:6). 
Abiding In Christ means to have ex ­ 
perienced the life of God in Christ, 
to 
have 
come 
into 
contact 
with 
Christ’s personality and to be con­ 
sciously living in fellow*ship with Him. 
Christ’s oneness with the Father and 
Ills devotion to His will is the su­ 
preme and grand ex ample. 
Any one 
who pretends to abide in Christ, who 
is not walk ing as He walk ed, is not 
entitled to the claim of Christian.

standards of the people in the back ­ 
ward areas and their ability to pay . 
The doctor’s office nowaday s must be 
equipped with electricity and running 
water as minimum essentials for suc­ 
cessful practice. 
Small places with­ 
out these 
facilities with which 
the 
doctor can operate a good office are 
losing their progressive doctors to the 
larger places. 
The doctors are 
moving 
to town, 
Professor Lively observes. 
Between 
1914 and 1925 
their numbers 
have 
dwindled from 2407, in places of 2500 
and less, to 165G. 
A loss of about 
one-third. 
The greatest loss is e\i- 
dent in places of less than 500 inhabi­ 
tants. 
Those doctors who are still in rural 
com munities seem to 
be divided into 
two groups. 
The first group is the 
old-fashioned 
general 
practitioner 
with no speciality whose practice has 
alway s 
been in rural 
communities. 
The other group is composed largely 
of y oung men who are just beginning 
to practice and regard theii .-tajr in 
the country as an apprenticeship.

Freezing Harm to Com 
Depends on Moisture 
Ideal mature ears of corn contain 
fi» om K) to 15 per cent of water; 
ears which are only fairly well ma­ 
tured, y et are solid to fhe touch when 
handled, contain about 30 t<> 35 per 
cent. 
Ears which are still somewhat 
rubbery so the cob will twist, contain 
approximately 40 per cent, while corn 
In the milk stage contains from 00 to 
so per cent. 
Severe freezing will no* 
injure the mature ear, nor 
will it in 
jure immature ears if they are care­ 
fully dried so that they contain not 
more than 15 per cent of moisture. 
Corn containing 40 to 50 per cent 
of moisture will he injured by tom 
perature slightly below freezing, that 
is. from 32 degrees 
to 28 degrees 
Fah renheit; corn with 28 to 35 per 
cent moisture will he injured by some­ 
what lower temperatures, about from 
20 degrees to 24 degrees Fahrenheit, 
while corn with from 25 to 80 per cent 
moisture will withstand cold down to 
16 degrees Fahrenheit. 
It is apparent, then, that seed corn 
to he k ept in an outdoor crib must he 
dried to at least 15 per cent of mois­ 
ture. 
In case it is to he k ept in an 
attic or other storage room where 
temperature will not go below 12 de­ 
grees above zero it need not reach the 
same stage of dry ness.

A trilling saving here and there 
usually more imaginary than real, is 
sufficient to cause the average citizen 
to forget his duty to his community 
and to himself, 
which 
if performed 
would mean more in the direction of 
local 
prosperity than 
all his 
other 
boosting efforts put together. 
Why boost in one direction, while 
committing community suicide in an 
other?

Feeds in Co ld Weather 
Very naturally all k inds of fowls 
need a little extra feeding during cold 
and stormy weather. 
When it is cold 
our fowls consume quite an amount 
of food for their fuel—that is to k eep 
* hern 
warm—and this must he done 
before egg production will go forward. 
If the supply Is sufiicient only for the 
real needs of the body , and nothing 
extra, we need look for hut few eggs, 
if we have been feeding a certain 
amount of feed during the warmer 
weather of the summer and fall, and 
it has been Just ut*>ut right for egg 
production, it is then up to us to in­ 
crease the amount both of mashes and 
scratch feeds. 
The mashes are espe­ 
cially easily assimilated apd made use 
of. 
If hens have not started their fall 
and winter lay ing campaign, in order 
to get them to work , we have found 
that a little run of warm mashes in 
the morning if well managed will help 
materially .

by sectio n. 
These go thro ugh a series 
o f pro cesses o f enlargement and trac­ 
ing to bring o ut each detail o f the 
ancient signs. 
At last the.epigrapher 
takes the final co py that sho ws the 
signs as perfectly as the draftsman 
can make them and go es o ut to the 
temple walls to pro o fread his manu­ 
script fro m a ladder o r scaffo ld.
